Railroad employes find their free 


transportation in jeopardy under a 


proposed ruling of the state public 


utilities commission, says a Chicago 


dispatch of the 13th Inst.

seriously wilting out every vestige of 
free transportation. 
F nder the scope of the utilities act 
the commissioners have authority to 
place the 
ban 
upon the issuance of 
passes to 
employes of railroads. 
A 
i uling covering the pass proposition is 
forthcoming and it is to he broad in 
its scope. 
All free transportation has 
been shut oft since the first of the 
year except to railroad employes. 
“It is only a question of bookkeep­ 
ing 
after 
all,” said Commissioner 
Thompson. 
“If a railroad company 
sends an employe on a business trip 
it costs motley to transport him. Why 
not have the company pay the m an’s 
fare and charge it to expenses?” 
Commissioner Yates, who was dis­ 
cussing the subject with Commission­ 
er Thompson, coincided in the views 
of the democratic member and it is 
understood Chairman E. Quail, Frank 
H. Funk and W alter A. Shaw, who 
are the other members of tha board, 
are inclined to the opinion expressed 
by Commissioner Thompson.

Thompson appear to have settled it 
that the commission intends to rule 
that should any transportation be al­ 
lowed it would apply only to em­ 
ployes when on official business.
